The  Division  of  Agricii.ltural  Sta- 
tistics is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agriculture  vrorking  in 
cooperation  i.dth  the  Agricultural  liarhoting  Service  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture*     The  year  1939  nar!:ed  the  one -hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  loiTa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  to 
meet  the  pviblic  needs  and  demands  for  suxfiary  data  of  an  historical  nature  srA 
for  cvi.rrent  statistical  inion?,ation  of  agricultural  production  in  lovm  end  the 
United  States. 

In  recent  ^^ears,  there  has  been  an  increasing'  demand  from  agricultural  or- 
ganizations,  comitiercial  interests^  teachers,  legislators,  and  county.  State  sjad 
govcrru'^ental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  shoaving  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  o.n  extended  period  of  tiiMe,     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  covjity  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  su.ch  inform.ation  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issuod. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State  and 
Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V«  Strcjad,  State- 
wide Tfork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics  and  Sta- 
tistics projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  com-pleted  on  Official  Project  65-1- 
72-155  of  the  Yfork  Projects  Administrc.tion,     Official  Project  665-72-5'-36  fur- 
nished the  material  for  Tables  24  and  2G, 

The  Ia\ra  Agricultural  Extension    Service  pcxticipated  in  the  prcprrr.tion 
of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  tho  lovra  Agri- 
cultural ]3xperi!:ient  Stt^tion  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this  scries. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  lavrc.  assessors  rmd  tax  officials  vfho  collect  da- 
ta on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.    Without  those  data 
by  to-vmships  and  counties  det-jLlod  agricultural  statistics  would  bo  less  accu- 
rate rn.d  less  complete.

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ICVTA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  SCOTT  COUITTY 

Scott  County,  originally  part  of  old  Dubuque  County  under  llichi^an  and  T"is- 
consin  Territorial  rule,  was  established  vdth  its  present  boundaries  on  December 
21,  1C37,  and  named  for  General  'Tinrield  Scott.  \/ 

In  the  early  history  of  this  county  one  finds  such  names  as  LeClaire,  Dav- 
enport, Dlaok  Hawk,  Winfield  Scott,  ■'."illiaiu  F.   (Buffalo  Bill)  Cody  and  i.nny 
others , 

There  i/erg  several  sporadic  attempts  at  settlement  while  the  land  still  be- 
longed to  the  Indians,     however,   each  one  was  a  failure,  the  settlers  being 
driven  out  by  United  States  soldiers,    A  definite  date,  June  1,  18oo,  "vTas  estab- 
lished for  settlement  vriien  the  treaty  vrith  the  Indians,  known  as  the  "Black  Hawk 
Purchase",  vras  concluded  by  General  Winfield  Scott  in  1832.    Hcr./ever,  George  L. 
Davenport,  who  conducted  a  trading  post  and  maintained  a  ferry  at  this  point, 
had  vron  so  much  favor  with  the  Indipns  that  he  was  permitted  to  locate  the  first 
claiiVL.     This  place  was  at  the  site  where  the  city  of  Davenport  novr  sterids. 

The  first  legal  settlement  was  made  by  Captain  Benjamin  W.  Clark,  i;ho,  in 
1836,  laid  out  the  toivn  of  Buffalo,  the  first  in  the  county. 

Davenport  v/as  laid  out  the  same  year  and  named  for  Colonel  George  L.  Daven- 
port.   He  later  built  a  home  on  Rock  Island  whore  he  lived  until  1845  whan  he 
was  murdered  by  a  gang  of  thieves,  zj    This  city  was  the  first  in  the  State  to 
have  a  railroad,  the  J/o. ssissippi  and  IJissouri  Railroad.     The  first  train  to 
leave  the  city,  August  25,  1855,  Y/as  drai/n  by  a  locomotive  that  had  been  ferried 
across'  the  Hississippi.     The  first  train  to  enter  the  city  came  from  the  east  in 
1856,  _3/ 

Area 

The  area  of  Scott  County  is  449  square  miles,  or  287,360  acres.  4/      Of  this 
number,   275,526  acres  are  listed  as  fc^n  land,  5/    There  are  15  tormships  in  the 
county  njad  it  ranks  fifty-sixth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Scott  County  are  classed  into  4  groups  according  to  their  or- 
igin and  location;  nr^jaely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  cn.d  bottan-lcjid. 
The  drift  soils  cover  4,2  percent  of  tho  county  and  are  divided  into  Shelby 
loams— 3*5  percent,  and  the  Clyde  silty  clay  locjn. — 0,7  percent^     The  loess  soils

cent, Clinton  silt  loam — 15,1  percent,  Lindley  silt  loam — 2,5  percent,  and  Knox 
fine  sandy  loam--0,6  percent.  The  terrace  soils  cover  7,1  percent  of  the  coun- 
ty and  8.re  divided  into  Bremer  loai'as — 3,0  percent,  Buckner  loams — 1.1  percent, 
Plainfield  loams — 1.7  percent,  and  Davenport  loams — 1,3  percent.  The  si^ramp  and 
bottom-land  soils  cover  18,4  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  ITabash 
loajns — 14,4  percent,  lYahash  silty  clay  loam — 0.8  percent,  Sarpy  loams- — 2.7  per- 
cent, Sarpy  loamy  sand — 0.4  percent,  and  muck — 0,1  percent,  6/ 


Topography 


In  the  central  and  western  part  of  the  county  the  surface  is  fairly?"  level 
to  rently  undulating,     larroYf,  irregular  ridges  of  level  surfaces  separate  the 
streams,     Tov/ard  the  east,   south,  and  north,  approaching  the  liississippi  and 
Wapsipinioon  rivers,  the  stream  valleys  become  deeper,  the  slopes  to  the 
streaias  become  more  pronounced,  the  divides  become  narrower  and  the  topography 
is  more  hilly  or  rolling*     This  is  rJso  the  case  in  the  extreme  northvire stern 
part  of  the  county.     The  area  of  the  lowan  drift,  occurring  in  a  narrovr  belt 
across  the  northern  part  of  the  county,  is  not  greatly  eroded  and  the  surface 
is  gently  rolling.     Just  south  of  the  lov/an  drift  area,  there  are  a  nuinber  of 
rounded  hills  or  ridges  extending  in  a  northwesterly  direction/,     These  are  the 
terminal  morain  of  an  ancient  glacier?     Terraces  are  developed  along  the  lYap- 
sipinicon  and  Liississippi  rivers  and  in  many  smaller,  disconnected  areas. 

The  county  is  drained  by  the  Tfapsipinicon  and  Ms sissippi  rivers  and  their 
tributaries p    Host  of  the  minor  streams  rise  near  the  center  of  the  county  and 
follorrLng  more  or  less  Yfinding  courses  malce  their  YJ"ay  either  to  the  'Tapsipini- 
con  or  liississippi  rivers.  7/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  of  Scott  Cotmt3r  has  been  49.9  degress  for  57  years 
(1873-1930) ,     The  average  rainfall  for  about  the  same  period  has  been  32,56 
inches,  and  the  grov/ing  season  has  averaged  178  days  between  the  Icilling  frost 
dates  of  April  20  and  October    15,  recorded  over  a  period  of  59  years  (1371- 
1930).  8/ 


Population 


The  first  census  of  the  Territory  of  lovia  in  1838  credited  Scott  County 
mth  1,252  inhabitants.     From  that  time  forward  the  growth  has  been  continuous 
and  ro.pid,     it  has  a  density  of  172  persons  per  square  mile,   as  compared  with 
the  State  density  of  44.

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  8  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  coun- 
ty— 3  elevators,  1  milk  depot,  1  livesto ck ,  enterprise,  1  petroleiun  plant,  1 
prodvTCO  market  and  1  fruit  and  vegetable  market. 

As  a  >hole,  they  had  1,584  members,  of  which  1,494  were  active,  ajid  2,906 
persons  did  business  with  the  8  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volvime  of  $1,130,327  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
$352,196  vrorth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-fa.rm  cor.iinodities  for 
distribvition  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  coimodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  15/

The  best  year  for  ap^nles  v^as  1G74,  xrhen  92,445  trees  and  77^308  bushels 
vj-ere  listed.     The  greatest  number  ox  peach  trees,  16,092,  was  recorded  in  1909, 
but  the  largest  crop,  1,156  bushels,  i/as  in  1874.     The  record  listing  of  plums 
and  cherries  occurred  in  1909^     In  that  year,  32,325  plum  trees  produced  1,187 
bushels  and  13,637  cherry  trees  yielded  4,454  bushels.     The  largest  grape  crop, 
405,053  pounds,  was  reported  in  1909,.  16/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  stptistical  breaicdovm  for  corn  acreage  Is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain^  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  8n.d  (5)  corn  hogged  off*  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage~other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm,  productions  shovm  as  husked..  This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  ''irould  have  produced  the  same  ^'■ield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years ^   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  -.'ould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lov/er 
yield«     This  separate  yield  estimo.tion  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  i^eported  as  husked. 

This  T.ras  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  tovmships ,     The  tormship  yields 
for  these  t;To  years,  then,   are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
toT/nsMp  vrith  this  yield,   end  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shovm 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  ooiuity  simimary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tormship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  to.bles  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  o.nd  toi«/nship  ^delds  cjre, 
therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cotts  are  es- 
timates of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Departi^ient  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm  assess- 
ors ^  figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  yeo.rs  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  20  and  com- 
psrison  -'^dth  these  figures  vdll  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
.unadjusted  State  farm  assessors'  figures.
